POST-CONSUMERISM  encompasses  two  projects:  artist/architect  collaborative 
designs  for  city  newsstands  organized  by  the  Public  Art  Fund,  and  artist  and 
architect  investigations  of  the  pragmatics  and  poetics  of  recycling 
post-consumer  objects  and  matter  (i.e.,  waste).  Participating  architects 
are  Donna  Goodman,  Donna  Selene  Seftel,  Ken  Saylor,  Peter  Lynch,  and 
Robert  Werthamer;  and  participating  artists  are  Nicholas  Arbatsky,  Andrea 
Callard,  Joy  Episalla,  Rirkrit  Tiravanija  and  David  Wells. 

The  newsstand  collaborations  are  the  result  of  an  unusual  competition 
process  that  involved  the  nomination  of  artists  by  a  panel,  with  each  artist 
then  selecting  the  architect(s)  they  wished  to  collaborate  with  on  their 
design;  these  were  then  juried.  The  newsstands  will  be  presented  with  models 
and  drawings. 


Presentation  of  Designs  and  Ideas  for  the  Waste  Stream  will  range 
from  an  installation  of  stains  generated  from  household  liquids  (oils, 
cleaning  fluids  etc.)  to  a  model  for  a  neighborhood  conveyor  belt  system 
for  deposit  and  retrieval  of  wastes.  Other  projects  will  be  presented  with 
drawings,  models,  photos  and  texts.  Please  call  Storefront  for  additional  information.

Designs  for  City  Newsstands 
New  York  City's  approximately  500  existing 
newsstands  are  a  familiar  part  of  the  city's 
urban  landscape.  During  1988,  in  an  effort  to 
provide  more  distinctive  and  functional 
newsstands,  the  Public  Art  Fund,  in 
partnership  with  the  14th  Street-Union 
Square  Local  Development  Corporation  and 
the  14th  Street-Union  Square  District 
Management  Association  commissioned 
three  artist/architect  teams  to  develop 
alternatives  to  current  New  York  City 
newsstand  designs.  The  same  set  of  design 
specifications  resulted  in  widely  diverse 
responses,  The  participating  teams  are 
Andrea  Blum/Kenneth  Kaplan  and  Ted 
Krueger;  Dan  Graham/Billie  Tsien  and  Tod 
Williams;  and  Patsy  Norvell/Frances 
Halsband.  This  project  was  made  possible 
with  support  from  the  J.M.  Kaplan  Fund  and 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  Design 
Arts  Program  and  Architecture  and  Design 
Program.
